The Epistle to the Ephesians was, it 
is thou ght, a “circu lar'' letter written 
to the grou p of chu rches in Proconsu lar 
Asia, of which Ephesu s was the largest 
and most important. 
It was the first of 
the fou r epistles written by Pau l du r­ 
ing his two years imprisonment at 
Rome, and is withou t dou bt the most 
su blime of the New Testament book s. 
Ephesu s, once the most famou s of all 
tho Asiatic cities, is now a miserable 
villiage, consisting mainly of 
hu ts 
bu ilt of the ru ins of the once great city 
Pau l’s first visit to the city was very 
b “ief (Acts 18: 19-21) yet he may have 
planted tho chu rch then and left it in 
charge of Apollos, Aqu illa and Pris­ 
cilla, » (Acts 18: 24 27) bu t later on Pau l 
wasthoro three years. 
V. 10. 
After discu ssing the gre at re­ 
sponsibilities tha t rest u pon the chu rch 
and the particu lar du ties of individu al 
Christians, he adds a final admonition. 
He regards the Christian life not a bat­ 
tle, bu t a w arfare—a series of battles— 
a conflict for life against sin and the 
powers of evil in the world; and draws 
some lessons and illu strations from the 
armored 
soldier 
to whom 
he was 
chained. 
“ Bo 
strong!” 
Nineteen 
times in the Bible do we find these two 
words repeated as a Divine inju nction, 
of cou rse the strength referred to mu st 
bo other than a physical or a mental 
endowment, 
for these cannot be ob­ 
tained by everyone. 
To what k ind of 
strength then does Pau l refer? 
W ha t 
is the sou rce of the needed strength?

She sen t an exped ition to 
the laud of P un t for m yrrh, in ad d ition 
to w hich her ships brought back pyg­ 
m ies an d green mon keys. 
This queen 
was even more ad van ced than Elizabeth 
of En glan d , for her reign was all for 
peace an d progress in the arts, particu­ 
larly in architectura

to learn architecture. 
In this good queen ’s old 
age her

sou, who was her n ephew, 
foun d some way of gettin g rid of her, 
w hether by assassin ation or seclusion 
n o on e kn ows.
